June 1, fall accounts December 1. 
Boxing and packing will be charged for at cost. 
We make no charge for packing car lot orders in bulk. 


We sell 50 of the same size and variety at the 100 rate, 500 at the 1000 
rate.. To save rubber for national defense, we have decided to sell 50 at 100 
rate, instead of 25 as formerly. It takes as much tire mileage to collect 25 
plants as it does 50 plants. 


Claims for any cause must be made within five days of receipt of goods. 
In no case shall we be held for damage exceeding the original purchase cost 
of the goods. 


Shipments travel at the cost and risk of the purchaser. 
A certificate of inspection is attached to each shipment.
